posing ‘fetih. ‘This was suggested by 
® note that appeated reading, “What is 
the largest number of strikeouts with 
which a pitcher can be credited in any 
game of nine innings and at the same 
time score a shutout?” The answer was 
“Fifty-four,” which answer is correct. 

To this a superannuated alleged ex- 
pert, a man who made.himself deaf 
knocking otlagts, came back to this ef- 
fect: 

“Sincetwe have followed baseball we | 
have yet to see the time when a pitcher , 
can strike out ‘fifty-four’ players. 
Twenty-seven strikeouts are as much 
as ‘a’ pitcher can do in any game of 
baseball in this country, At least we 
have not heard of any ruling which 
changes the number of outs required 
for one inning from three to six.” 

Here’s the explanation: It will have 
to be admitted that twenty-seven put- 
outs are all that are legally required to 
retire an opponent in nine innings, but 
that isn't the proposition. Under the 
scoring rules that obtain in these mod- 
ern days of baseball, a pitcher is cred- 
ited with a strikeout even If the catch- 
er misses the third strike. rt 

Tn other words, errors by the catéHer 
could fill the bases, while at the sa 
time the pitcher would be credited 
with a strikeout against each batter. 
Ry retiring three other batters on 
strikes, with the catcher squeezing the 
ball real hard fn each instance, the 
pitcher would be credited with six 
strikeouts to the inning. Six times nine 
is said to make fifty-four—New York 
World.

“MAYBE PLANTS CAN WINK, 


A Learned Botanio Expert Says They 
All Have Eyes. 

After long experimenjmg and study 
Professor Gottlieb Haberlandt of the 
Botenic institute of Gratz, in ‘Styria, 
dectares that plants, the word taken 
in its widest sense and Including trees, 
can see, 

The professor says that he has suc- 
ceeded through photography and the 
use of the microscope in reproducing 
the images reflected on the visual or- 
gans of plants. The images included 
objects at different distances and even 

. persons and houses. Vlants may, he 
says, be classed with the inferior ani- 
mnals in this respect. His observations 
have been confirmed by Dr. Nuttall 
and Dr. Marold Wagner. 

We are still so ignorant of animal, 
plant and insect life (because we do 


not understand their language) that we' — 
fancy the plant, like the insect, is not | 


conscious of what it sees, but that is 
probably a discovery for the future. 
At present we are forced to accept the 
theory that they are not conscious. 

But that they do see Professor Ha- 


berlandt says he has satisfactorily | 
proved. He has found the same mi-! 


nute eye such as belongs to bees and 
other Insects in sycamore leaves, in 
the sugar maple and in the Peruvian 
acanthus. The eyes of plants appear 
different from the eyes of insects in 


that they have no coloring matter, | 


though this is not yet determined. 

The professor is continuing his ex- 
periments, and he expects to make fur- 
ther interesting and surprising an- 
nouncements., He says that the fact 
that plants and trees have eyes is un- 
doubtedly a proof that all natural life 
is linked in one long chain.—Chicago 
Tribune.

The duty o. the pantry butler fs to 
give out the silver, china and glass 
required dat!y for the royal tables and 


has also to see that all he gives out 
{s returned to him after each meal 

The silver pantry is lined with mai 
hdgany glass framed cases, containing 
thousands of pounds’ worth of silver 
plate, In one case there are two 
Silver dinner services, containing sev- 
eral thousands pieces of plate. There 
are elx hundred plates of various sizes 
Beveral hundred silver . dishes, hun 
dreds of silver spoons and forks, and 
& most valuable collection of old silver 
drinking. mugs. Two.of the latter 
were in the possession of Queen Bli- 
€abeth and sre reputed to be Worth 
$50,000. 

In another case are four silver tea 
services, one of which was.a gift to 
Queen Mary from the German empress 
and is generally used at aftertioon tea, 
which is served in the queen’s private 
boudoir. 

Overnight ihe pantry butler makes 
out the list of silver, china and glaas 
that wiil be required in the royal din- 
ing room for breakfast, luncheon and 
dinner the following day, and his as- 
sistants put out on the tables in each 
pantry the required articles’ of table 
service which are taken to the kitch- 
en and dining room after being in- 
spected by the pantry butler. ' 

The bulk -f the royal plate is kept 
at Buckingham Palace, so when the 
court moves, a large quantity of it has 


| to be taken to Windsor, Balmoral, or 


wherever thei majesties may go. 

The pantry butler is responsible for 
the packing of the plate, and it is al- 
ways conveyed from one royal resi- 
dence to another in his charge. The 
plate is packed in steel lined boxes 
made of oak, with iron bands. In 
the center of the cover of each are 
the letters “G.R,."" surmounted by a 
crown. No china or glass has to be 
moved from Buckingham Palace, as 
a very large quantity of china or glass 
is kept in stock at all the royal resi- 
dences. 

The pant.y butler is absolutely lord 
of his pantries, and none of the serv- 
ants, with the exception of the pantry 
yeomen, is allowed to enter them 
without the cutler’s permission, 

All the glassware used at the royal 
residence is of modern make, most of 
which now in use being purchased by 
the late king.
